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THE  PHILIPSBURG  STATE  HOSPITAL 
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Early  History  j>f  the  Hospital 


IN  1887  the  Pennsylvania  State  Legislature  passed  an  Act, 
Act  No.  265,  appropriating  $60,000.00  for  the  erection  of 
three  hospitals  in  the  bituminous  and  semi-bituminous  coal 
fields  for  the  care  of  the  injured  miners. 

A commission,  appointed  to  select  sites,  met  in  Altoona  in 
September,  1888  to  review  the  various  claims  for  location.  At 
this  time  this  district,  the  eighth  bituminous  mining  district, 
was  second  in  the  production  of  bituminous  coal  in  the  State. 
The  commission  decided  that  Philipsburg  was  the  logical  loca- 
tion for  the  hospital  for  this  district.  The  hospital  was  built 
by  Hoover,  Hughes  & Company,  of  Philipsburg,  Pa.,  on  plans 
furnished  by  the  State  architect  and  was  completed  in  the  fall 
of  1890.  It  was  known  as  the  Cottage  State  Hospital  of  Phil- 
ipsburg, Pa.

It  was  opened  for  the  admission  of  patients  on  February 
23,  1891,  with  Dr.  Hobart  Allport  as  Surgeon-in-Chief.  The 
appropriation  which  was  made  during  Governor  Beaver’s  ad- 
ministration was  $15,000.00. 


The  hospital,  a frame  building  of  the  cottage  type,  pro- 
vided accommodation  for  twenty-four  patients.  There  were 
four  looms  provided  for  the  personnel  which  consisted  of 
a head  nurse,  two  other  nurses  and  the  janitor  and  his  wife. 


February  11,  1891  was  formal  opening  day  of  the  hospital 
and  Miss  M.  A.  Fisher,  a graduate  of  the  University  Hospital 
of  Philadelphia,  was  placed  in  charge.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
met  on  the  above  date  and  appointed  the  complete  staff  which 
was  as  follows:—  Dr.  Hobart  Allport,  Surgeon-in-Chief;  Dr. 
S.  F.  Lytle,  Dr.  J.  D.  Dunwiddie,  Dr.  H.  W.  Buckingham,  Dr. 
W.  W.  Andrews,  of  Philipsburg,  surgeons;  Dr.  T.  B.  Potter, 
Philipsburg,  Pa.,  and  Dr.  F.  B.  Reed,  Osceola  Mills,  Pa.,  Dr.  M. 
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Gai'd  Whittier  and  Dr.  Fred  Todd,  of  Houtzdale,  Pa.,  Dr.  J.  P. 
Burchfield  and  Dr.  J.  J.  Hartswick,  of  Clearfield;  Dr.  J.  A. 
Maxwell,  of  Curwensville ; Dr.  G.  F.  Harris,  of  Bellefonte  and 
Dr.  C.  S.  Musser,  of  Aaronsburg,  assistant  surgeons.  Dr.  J.  J. 
Henderson,  of  Osceola  Mills,  Pathologist. 

In  1909  a two  story  addition  to  the  hospital  was  started 
and  completed  in  1913-14.  This  provided  a women’s  ward  and 
five  private  rooms.  Accommodation  for  women  patients  was 
still  very  poor  and  there  was  no  provision  for  maternity  pa- 
tients and  children. 

In  December  1913  a training  school  for  nurses  was  estab- 
lished in  connection  with  the  hospital.  A nurses’  home  was 
built  in  1916  which  provided  accommodation  for  twenty 
nurses. 

Ground  was  broken  on  June  12,  1922  for  the  erection  of  a 
new  fire-proof  building  to  replace  the  old  frame  structure 
which  had  been  condemned  as  a fire  hazard.  Dr.  W.  B.  Hen- 
derson placed  the  cornerstone  October  12,  1922  in  the  presence 
of  a large  number  of  interested  citizens.  The  new  building 
which  was  opened  on  October  31,  1924,  consisted  of  a four 
story  brick  building  of  sturdy  fire-proof  construction,  at  the 
same  time  it  presented  a pleasing  picture  because  of  the  sim- 
plicity of  its  design  which  made  it  fit  well  into  the  beauty  of 
its  surroundings.  The  building,  so  eminently  suited  for  its  pur- 
pose in  regard  to  construction,  was  excellently  equipped  and 
ably  staffed  thus  providing  unusually  good  provision  for  the 
safeguarding  of  the  health  of  the  people  of  the  community. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  upon  whom  devolved  the  heavy 
responsibility  of  providing  with  limited  funds  a hospital  which 
was  economical  to  build  and  maintain  and  well  constructed, 
consisted  of  the  following  members:  C.  B.  Maxwell,  Presi- 
dent; H.  B.  Scott,  Secretary;  S.  H.  Wigton,  Treasurer;  R.  H. 
Sommerville,  W.  R.  Gallagher,  Mrs.  Emma  Womelsdorff,  Mrs. 
Blanche  Comely,  Mrs.  M.  L.  Runk.  Much  credit  for  achieving 
the  above  results  is  due  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  secretary 
of  the  Board,  Honorable  H.  B.  Scott,  who  devoted  a great  deal 
of  personal  time  and  study  to  the  building  project  and  whose 
sustained  interest  and  contributions  of  time  and  money  during 
the  years  following  the  completion  of  the  building  have  been 
of  inestimable  worth  to  the  institution.  When  the  new  build- 
ing was  opened  the  name  was  changed  from  the  Cottage  State 
Hospital  to  the  Philipsburg  State  Hospital. 

Upon  the  death  of  Dr.  Hobart  Allport,  which  occurred  in 
1893,  Dr.  L.  C.  Harmon,  Dr.  W.  B.  Henderson,  and  Dr.  W.  W. 
Andrews  worked  interchangably  as  head  of  the  staff  until 
1924  when  Dr.  W.  B.  Henderson  was  placed  in  charge  and  re- 
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rnained  Chief  of  Staff  until  his  death  in  1931  when  Dr.  Austin 
C.  Lynn  was  appointed  Chief  of  Staff. 

As  superintendent  of  the  hospital  Miss  M.  A.  Fisher  was 
succeeded  by  Miss  L.  V.  Green,  she  in  turn  was  succeeded  by 
Miss  Elizabeth  Reed.  Miss  Reed’s  successor  was  Miss  Rebecca 
Jolly  who  remained  head  of  the  institution  until  1910  at  which 
time  Miss  Fannie  Daugherty  took  charge  and  remained  until 
1925.  Much  credit  is  due  Miss  Daugherty  for  the  fifteen  years 
of  faithful,  devoted  service  she  gave  while  the  hospital  was  a 
struggling  institution.  The  strain  of  hard  work  and  responsi- 
bility told  on  her  health  and  she  was  obliged  to  give  up  her 
work  shortly  after  the  new  building  was  completed  for  an  in- 
definite period  of  rest.  Miss  Anna  Lauman,  the  present  incum- 
bent in  office,  succeeded  her  on  August  1,  1925. 

In  1932  a new  Nurses’  Home  was  completed,  providing  liv- 
ing accommodations  for  the  staff  of  student  and  graduate 
nurses  and  other  technical  personnel.  It  also  provided  the  ne- 
cessary class  rooms  and  other  teaching  equipment  for  carry- 
ing on  the  instruction  required  in  an  accredited  nurses’  school. 
The  old  home,  which  was  too  small  and  which  had  been 
extremely  hard  to  heat  because  of  its  thin  walls,  was  rebuilt 
into  a service  building  located  back  of  the  boiler  plant. 

The  new  hospital,  when  it  was  opened  in  1924,  was  pro- 
vided with  86  beds  and  many  thought  this  number  was  in  ex- 
cess of  what  would  be  needed  for  the  community.  Later,  how- 
ever, additional  beds  were  added  and  all  six  of  the  spacious 
sun-porches  were  taken  over  as  small  wards  for  the  patients. 
The  capacity  was  raised  to  112  beds  and  even  this  number  has 
not  been  adequate  in  recent  times.  The  maternity  and  chil- 
dren’s departments  are  overcrowded  and  inadequate  for  pres- 
ent needs.  Application  has  been  made  for  a new  wing  and  an- 
nex to  be  constructed  from  Federal  Funds  for  Public  Construc- 
tion for  Unemployment  Relief.  Approval  has  been  granted 
and  plans  are  under  way  to  further  the  project. 


NURSES’  HOM 
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School  of  nursing 


In  the  completion  of  the  new  Nurses’  Home,  with  its  modern  class 
room  and  equipment  facilities,  as  well  as  its  comfortable  and  attractive 
reception  rooms,  porches,  and  recreation  hall,  the  school  is  able  to  meas- 
ure up  to  all  the  requirements  pertaining  to  good  living  conditions  and 
teaching  equipment  for  a nurses’  school. 

The  students  are  comfortably  housed  in  attractive  single  rooms.  A 
house  mother  is  in  charge  of  the  home  and  looks  after  the  interests  and 
recreational  activities  of  the  students. 

Care  is  exercised  in  the  selection  of  well  prepared  instructors  for 
the  teaching  of  the  professional  subjects.  Some  of  the  sciences  are 
taught  by  members  of  the  faculty  of  State  College.  The  aim  of  the 
school  is  to  offer  suitable  facilities  in  theoretical  work  and  in  practical 
experience  in  the  wards  of  the  hospital  to  equip  its  graduates  adequate- 
ly for  their  work.  The  school  is  accredited  with  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Board  of  Nurse  Examiners  and  the  American  Nurses’  Association.  Its 
graduates  are  eligible  for  membership  in  the  American  Red  Cross  and 
the  Army  and  Navy  Nurse  Corps. 
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RECREATION  ROOM 


Requirements  for  Admission  and  General  Information 

Whenever  possible  the  candidate  should  apply  in  person.  Applicants 
should  be  between  the  ages  of  18  and  35.  The  minimum  educational  re- 
quirement is  graduation  from  an  approved  high  school  or  its  equivalent, 
preference  being  given  students  whose  average  high  school  grades  put 
them  in  the  upper  third  rank.  Certain  examinations  and  tests  are  given 
before  final  acceptance.  Applicants  must  present  a certificate  of  health 
from  their  family  physician  and  a statement  from  their  dentist  certify- 
ing that  their  teeth  are  in  good  order. 

Hours  off  duty:  Students  are  given  two  hours  daily  for  recreation, 

a half  day  each  week  and  a whole  day  every  other  Sunday. 

The  course  of  training  covers  a period  of  three  years,  the  first  three 
months  of  which  is  the  probationary  period.  At  the  end  of  the  proba- 
tionary period  an  examination  is  held;  if  the  pupil  successfully  passes 
this  examination  and  shows  general  fitness  for  nursing,  good  health 
and  the  ability  to  keep  up  with  the  class  instruction,  she  is  accepted  as 
a student  of  the  school. 

In  case  of  sickness,  students  are  cared  for  by  the  hospital  but  the 
time  so  lost  must  be  made  up.

Probationer’s  Outfit 

Probationers  must  provide  themselves  with  a fountain  pen;  a watch 
with  a second  hand  (not  a wrist  watch);  a.  bandage  scissors;  a pair  of 
comfortably  fitting  good  sense  shoes  with  rubber  heels,  a warm  kimona 
and  bath  slippers  and  a laundry  bag.  Uniforms  are  furnished. 

Students  receive  board,  lodging  and  a reasonable  amount  of  laundry 
work  from  the  time1  of  entrance.  All  clothing  must  be  plainly  made  and 
marked  with  indelible  ink  or  woven  name  tapes  on  the  neck  and  waist 
band.

During  the  years  covered  by  this  report  the  hospital  lost, 
through  death,  three  of  its  physicians. 

Dr.  W.  B.  Henderson,  Chief  Surgeon  and  President  of  the 
Staff,  died  October  30,  1931.  In  the  passing  of  Dr.  Henderson, 
the  hospital  lost  a friend  and  supporter  whom  it  will  be  hard,  if 
not  impossible,  to  ever  replace.  He  was  the  personification  of  loy- 
alty, ever  ready  to  support  and  aid  the  institution  to  which  he  owed 
allegiance.  A man  of  inspiring  and  lovable  character,  he  set  an 
example  as  “Chief”  which  will  live  in  the  memories  of  the  phy- 
sicians and  nurses  who  were  associated  with  him  in  his  work.  To 
them,  the  example  of  his  life,  so  unostentatiously  and  unselfishly 
lived  in  the  service  of  others,  will  be  an  example  and  an  ideal  to  be 
cherished  in  loving  memory  throughout  life. 

Another  member  of  the  staff,  whose  passing  was  a great  re- 
gret to  his  colleagues  and  the  hospital  personnel,  was  Dr.  W.  W. 
Andrews,  who  died  May  13,  1929.  Dr.  Andrews  was  a member  of 
the  Senior  Attending  Surgical  Staff  and  had  served,  interchange- 
ably, with  Dr.  Harmon  and  Dr.  W.  B.  Henderson  as  head  of  the 
staff  from  the  time  of  Dr.  Allport’s  death  in  1893  until  1924.  He 
also  held  the  position  of  Secretary  of  the  hospital  staff  for  many 
years.  His  genial,  kindly  spirit,  his  broad,  general  interest  and 
culture1,  endeared  him  alike  to  patients  and  associates. 

Dr.  M.  C.  Dinger’s  passing,  on  January  10,  1932,  marked  the 
third  of  the  members  of  the  staff  who  were  called  to  their  reward 
during  this  period.  Dr.  Dinger,  was  a member  of  the  Senior  Med- 
ical Staff  of  the  hospital,  which  he  served  faithfully  until  his 
death,  which  occurred  very  unexpectedly.  A keen  sense  of  humor 
and  an  optimistic  cheerfulness  were  characteristics  which  gave 
him  a ready  welcome  with  those  he  served  and  with  his  associates 
in  work. 
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The  Hospital  Auxiliary  Societies 


Too  much  credit  can  not  be  given  the  work  of  the  Senior 
and  the  Junior  Ladies’  Auxiliary  Societies  of  the  hospital. 

Their  active  support  and  interest  in  aiding  it  has  meant 
much  to  the  institution.  At  Christmas  time,  besides  provid- 
ing Christmas  gifts  for  the  patients,  they  sponsor  the  annual 
Charity  Ball,  the  proceeds  of  which  are  used  for  the  hospital. 
During  the  years  covered  by  this  report,  they  have  given  the 
hospital  $2,227.67  worth  of  equipment,  in  addition  to  the  work 
they  have  contributed  through  their  periodical  meetings  at  the 
hospital,  for  the  purpose  of  sewing  and  mending  for  the  hos- 
pital. 

Among  the  articles  of  equipment  which  the  Hospital  Aux- 
iliary Societies  purchased  is  included  a large  size  electrical  re- 
frigerator for  the  laboratory,  which  is  used  for  the  keeping  of 
serums,  such  as  Anti-Venom,  for  snake  bites,  Anti-Tetanic 
Serum  for  Tetanus  prevention,  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin,  Typhoid 
Serum,  etc.,  and  laboratory  supplies  which  must  be  kept  at  a 
low  temperature.  A much  needed  electric  ice  cream  freezer 
was  another  valuable  article  of  equipment  provided.  Physio- 
therapy equipment,  an  electric  sewing  machine,  card  tables, 
chairs,  paint,  books  for  the  nurses’  library,  were  among  the 
useful  and  needed  articles  provided  through  the  work  of  these 
two  active  Auxiliary  Societies.

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The  Dental  Clinic 


The  Dental  Clinic  was  started  on  November  26,  1928  by  a 
group  of  progressive  dentists  of  the  community.  They  alter- 
nated every  two  months,  each  giving  one-half  day  per  week  for 
such  a period  of  time.  The  dentists  who  contributed  their  ser- 
vice for  this  work  were  Dr.  C.  S.  Harkins,  Dr.  G.  B.  Merrell, 
Dr.  E.  D.  Friday,  Dr.  C.  F.  Comely,  Dr.  C.  V.  L.  Diener,  Dr. 
R.  L.  McKim,  Dr.  Carl  Dinger,  and  Drs.  Frank  and  Claude 
Gette.  As  this  meant  considerable  sacrifice  in  time  by  the  den- 
tists of  the  community,  and  as  it  was  found  that  a nearby 
State  institution  could  spare  a part  of  the  time  of  its  dentist 
at  certain  periods,  arrangements  were  made  to  accept  its  gen- 
erosity thus  relieving  the  dentists  who  had  been  carrying  the 
burden  of  the  work.  This  arrangement,  which  was  begun  in 
November  1932,  together  with  the  employment  of  a full  time 
dental  hygienist  made  for  a fairly  stable  and  sustained  conduct 
of  the  work. 

As  stated  in  a previous  report,  the  equipment  for  the  den- 
tal room  was  donated  by  the  Ladies  Hospital  Auxiliary  Society 
while  the  Red  Cross  Society  and  the  County  Anti-Tuberculosis 
Society  provided  funds  for  the  initial  purchase  of  supplies.  The 
latter  society  has  each  subsequent  year  given  a greatly  appre- 
ciated contribution  toward  the  purchase  of  dental  supplies.

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The  Crippled  Childrens’  IDork 


| HE  Crippled  Children’s  Work  was  started  at  the  Philips- 
burg  State  Hospital  by  a diagnostic  clinic  on  April  14, 
1927  under  the  auspices  of  the  State  Welfare  Department 
which  had  designated  this  location  as  one  of  the  State  aided 
centers  for  carrying  on  the  crippled  children’s  work.  A year 
later,  April  27,  1928,  a dinner  meeting  was  called  at  the  Philips 
Hotel  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a Centre-Clearfield  Crip- 
pled Children’s  Association.  The  organization  was  perfected 
and  Senator  Harry  B.  Scott  was  elected  president,  and  Mrs. 
Philip  B.  Reed,  of  Clearfield,  and  Mrs.  Robert  Beach,  of  Belle- 
fonte,  vice  presidents. 

Since  the  work  was  stalled  $5,497.30  has  been  contri- 
buted to  it  by  the  various  service  clubs  and  by  interested  indi- 
viduals. The  State  has  given  $7,471.00  as  State  aid,  and  the 
hospital  has  contributed  $35,011.45  worth  of  free  service  and 
the  assistance  of  its  staff. 

During  the  1933  session  of  the  Legislature  the  State  aid 
for  carrying  on  the  crippled  children’s  work  was  transferred 
from  the  Department  of  Welfare  to  the  Department  of  Health. 
This  made  it  possible  to  secure  the  help  of  the  State  nurses  in 
locating  crippled  children  who  needed  care,  and  also  in  visiting, 
instructing,  and  supervising  the  care  of  the  children  after  they 
had  returned  from  the  hospital  to  their  homes.

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REPORT  OF  X-RAY  DEPARTMENT 


THE  comparative  report  which  is  appended  shows  a marked 
and  steady  increase  in  the  volume  of  work  of  the  X-Ray 
department  and  constitutes  a recognition  of  the  value  of  good 
equipment  and  trained  personnel.  The  equipment  for  radio- 
graphic and  fluoroscopic  work  was  thoroughly  modernized  sev- 
eral years  ago  by  the  replacement  with  new  apparatus.  Re- 
cently, however,  there  has  been  installed  an  additional  unit  for 
X-Ray  therapy,  a modern,  shock-proof,  deep  therapy  outfit. 
The  Roentgenologist,  Dr.  Gemmell,  whose  basic  preparation 
for  this  work  included  a six  months  course  in  X-Ray  technique 
at  Bellevue  Hospital,  has  recently  taken  supplimentary  study 
in  Deep  Therapy  X-Ray  work  at  the  Philadelphia  General  Hos- 
pital. 

Treatment  by  X-Ray  therapy,  in  addition  to  usefulness  in 
a number  of  other  diseases,  is  being  increasingly  used  in  can- 
cer control.  In  the  early  stages  of  this  disease,  depending  up- 
on the  part  of  the  body  affected,  cures  may  frequently  be  ob- 
tained with  X-Ray  radiation,  oftimes  in  combination  with  sur- 
gical procedures.  In  advanced  incurable  cases  relief  from  suf- 
fering may  be  obtained.

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"They  Don’t  Haue  to  Die" 


HE  above  is  the  title  of  an  article  appearing-  in  the 


February,  1934  issue  of  “HYGEA”,  the  magazine  pub- 
lished by  the  American  Medical  Association  for  the  health 
education  of  the  public.  This  title  was  the  subject  of  a placard 
which  the  Philadelphia  Druggist’s  Association  displayed  in 
connection  with  a campaign  of  education  conducted  by  means 
of  posters,  stickers,  radio  talks,  lectures,  etc.,  sponsored  by  the 
Medical  Society,  the  Public  Health  Service,  and  the  Druggists 
of  Philadelphia,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  needless 
deaths  from  appendicitis. 

The  article  pointed  out  that  the  taking  of  laxatives  in 
cases  of  severe  abdominal  pain  and  delay  in  operation  were  the 
causes  of  most  of  the  deaths  which  occur  from  appendicitis.  It 
went  on  to  say,  “Misuse  of  laxatives  causes  most  of  the  trag- 
edies, for  laxatives  increase  the  peristalsis,  the  muscular  ac- 
tion of  the  intestines.  This  increased  action  in  the  presence 
of  an  inflamed  appendix  prevents  the  protective  forces  of  the 
body  from  walling  off  the  infection  and  adds  to  the  rapidity 
with  which  the  poisons  from  the  diseased  member  are  ab- 
sorbed.” 

The  above  caption  brings  to  the  mind  of  the  average  pro- 
fessional person  many  instances  in  connection  with  other  dis- 
eases and  conditions  where  it  could  have  been  said  “They  don’t 
have  to  die.” 

A young  high  school  instructor  loses  his  normal  feeling  of 
well  being,  he  becomes  easily  fatigued,  loses  weight,  perspires 
freely  at  night  and  develops  a cough.  He  treats  himself  for 
months,  taking  patent  medicines  of  the  cough  remedy  variety. 
Not  until  a severe  hemorrhage  from  the  lungs  makes  it  neces- 
sary, is  a physician  called  in.  Too  late,  treatment  is  instituted 
and  another  is  added  to  the  list  of  needless  fatalities.  Early 
recognition  of  incipient  tuberculosis,  with  prompt  institution 
of  rest  and  regulated  regime,  would  have  restored  this  man  to 
health. 

A middle  aged  woman,  mother  of  a family,  discovers  a 
lump  in  her  breast.  Fearing  cancer,  she  conceals  the  fact  from 
the  members  of  the  family.  When,  finally,  after  long  delay,  a 
physician  is  consulted,  the  cancer  cells  have  been  carried  by 
the  blood  to  other  parts  of  the  body  and  it  is  too  late  to  save 
the  life.  Early  attention  would  have  permitted  the  removal  of 
the  growth  with  complete  recovery.  Any  abnormal  growth  or 
abnormal  bleeding  from  a cavity  should  be  a signal  for  seeking 
prompt  medical  advice. 
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A young,  healthy,  robust  married  woman,  who  is  happily 
looking  forward  to  an  important  event,  neglects  to  place  her- 
self under  the  care  of  a physician,  during  the  early  months  of 
pregnancy.  Suddenly,  she  is  seized  with  intense  headache,  the 
world  turns  black  before  her  eyes,  and  she  goes  into  terrific 
convulsions.  The  result  of  which  is  a needless  fatality  which 
could  have  been  prevented  by  a competent  supervision. 

A school  child  becomes  ill  with  a sore  throat.  The  mother, 
thinking  to  save  expense,  treats  the  child  by  means  of  gargles 
and  applications  to  the  throat.  Not  knowing  the  peculiar  mem- 
branes in  the  throat  are  danger  signals,  she  fails  to  call  a phy- 
sician until  the  child  has  been  ill  several  days  and  his  condition 
has  become  serious.  The  doctor,  finding  the  child  suffering 
from  diphtheria,  hastens  to  give  antitoxin  but  the  poison  from 
the  disease  has  attacked  the  heart  muscles  and  another  of  the 
approximately  7,000  yearly  deaths  from  diphtheria  is  record- 
ed. The  child  could  have  been  saved  by  the  administration  of 
diphtheria  antitoxin  early  in  the  disease  or,  better  still,  if  he 
had  been  immunized  against  diphtheria  by  means  of  toxin-an- 
titoxin in  infancy. 

The  fact,  increasingly  appreciated,  of  the  value  of  a com- 
plete yearly  physical  examination  in  the  program  for  the  pre- 
vention of  needless  deaths  and  the  preservation  of  the  maxi- 
mum health  attainable,  may  well  constitute  the  concluding* 
subject  of  these  remarks. 

The  health  check-up  may  show  that  one  person  is  living 
at  too  rapid  a pace,  that  he  needs  to  slow  down,  to  sleep  an  ex- 
tra hour  or  two  each  night  and  perhaps  give  up  some  of  his 
activities  in  order  to  prevent  a nervous  breakdown.  It  may 
show  that  another  is  using  too  heavy  stimulants  and  that  he 
may  have  to  give  up  the  use  of  tea,  coffee,  or  other  stimulants. 
One  may  be  shown  to  be  dangerously  over  weight  which  condi- 
tion predisposes  to  heart  and  kidney  diseases  and  may  need  to 
have  a special  diet  prescribed.  A child  may  be  growing  up  with 
a tendency  to  bow-legs  and  round  shoulders  which  can  be  pre- 
vented by  a diet  of  sufficient  vitamin  A content  and  more  out- 
door life.  A focus  of  infection  may  be  discovered,  the  clearing 
up  of  which  may  prevent  later  heart,  kidney,  or  joint  disease. 
The  examination  may  show  an  endocrine  disturbance  where 
the  giving  of  the  deficient  glandular  substances  may  prevent 
permanent  damage  to  organs  or  tissues.  A thin,  scrawny, 
flat-chested,  nervous,  round  shouldered,  hollow  backed,  pot 
bellied,  constipated,  irritable,  tense,  shriveled  up  individual 
may  be  changed  to  a well  nourished,  erect  postured,  happy  and 
amiably  dispositioned  person  by  having  a diet  prescribed  for 
him  which  will  put  a few  fat  cushions  under  sagging  organs 
and  nerve  centers  in  the  abdomen  and  by  following  directions 
for  the  correction  of  his  faulty  posture.
